Community rallies around after vandals destroy ‘baby tree’ 


NEW MEMORIAL 
TREE CEREMN0Y 


THE community has rallied around 
after a tree dedicated to babies that 
died was hit by heartless vandals. 

Families from all over Banbury are 
invited to a re-dedication of the ‘baby 
tree’ in People’s Park this week after the 
first one was destroyed. 

The memorial, decorated with rib¬ 
bons and poignant messages for babies 
who did not get the chance to live, was 
found snapped in half the day before 
Mother’s Day. 

But less than two months on from 
the devastation, residents, local repre¬ 
sentatives and Horton General Hospital 
campaigners have pulled together for a 
replacement. 

On Friday, May 12, a new tree with the 
salvaged ribbons tied on will be planted 
in the park at a blessing ceremony. 

Val Ingram, a spokeswoman for the 
Save Our Horton campaign, said the 
first tree appeared to have been vandal¬ 
ised. 

She said: “We retrieved the ribbons so 
that they were safe because it was caus¬ 
ing quite a lot of upset, and went about 
arranging for a replacement.” 

Permission has been granted by Ban¬ 
bury Town Council to plant a replace¬ 
ment, which is likely to be a field maple. 

Horton View-based funeral directors 
Edd Frost & Daughters donated £80 to¬ 
wards the new tree. Mr Frost said: “We 
look after a lot of baby funerals in the 
area and it’s very important to us that 
the families are given support.”

“We were mortified to hear of what 
happened, on the Mothering Sunday 
weekend, and we felt something should 
be done quickly.” 

The re-dedication ceremony will take 
place from 1pm to 4pm in the park and 
those that hung ribbons on the previous 
tree will be invited to do so again. 

The tree will be blessed by the Rev 
Philip Cochrane, vicar at St Mary’s 
Church. 

It will planted by Banbury MP Vic¬ 
toria Prentis and Karen Hancox of be¬ 
reavement charity Oxfordshire SANDS, 
with a plaque explaining its signifi¬ 
cance placed alongside it. 

Mrs Ingram added that in the interim 
period, a small, mystery third tree had 
also appeared in the same part of the 
park, which the council is also permit¬ 
ting to stay. 

She said: “We don’t know whether 
it was someone who felt upset, or the 
perpetrators.” 

Ms Hancox said: “It’s a very valuable 
gesture that a lot of families will ben¬ 
efit from. A lot of people had already 
been visiting the tree and getting a lot 
of comfort from it. 

“My daughter has a ribbon on there 
and my children like to see it; quite 
often it’s difficult finding tangible 
things for siblings to gain comfort 
from. It’s good for the whole family.”

School opens ‘stay and 
play’ centre for children 


New facility follows the 
closure of former hub 
axed after funding cuts

A NEW facility for young fami¬ 
lies feeling the absence of the 
local children’s centre has 
opened at Bloxham Primary 
School. 

From this week, the school in 
Tadmarton Road is running stay 
and play sessions at its brand new 
Cherry Tree Centre within the 
grounds. 

Parents with children aged five 
and under are invited to use the 
space, which features toys, a baby 
area and crafts, from 9.30am to 
11am on Mondays and Wednes¬ 
days. Headteacher Matthew In¬ 
gall said: “We have so much to be 
thankful for here at Bloxham Pri¬ 
mary School. 

“We wouldn’t have been able to 
open our new Cherry Tree centre 
without the support of our local 
parish councils, for example. 

“I’d like to thank and congratu¬ 
late everyone involved with the 
school, not least of all our wonder¬ 
ful children and staff for all their 
hard work and commitment.” 


The Cherry Tree Centre aims 
to offer an alternative to sessions 
formerly run at the Butterfly Chil¬ 
dren’s Centre, which closed earlier 
this year due to funding cuts. It fol¬ 
lows a string of national awards 
for the school and a positive Of- 
sted report that praised its ‘warm, 
open and supportive culture’. 

Earlier this year Mr Ingall was 
recognised as a ‘National Leader 
in Education’ under a government 
scheme in which the best school 
leaders offer support to other 
schools. 

At the end of March the school 
was also awarded Artsmark Gold, 
which celebrates schools that 
champion the arts and strive for 
excellence. It received a ‘good’ 
rating from Ofsted following an 
inspection on March 8, in which 
inspectors noted children ‘enjoy 
coming to school’ and were ‘well 
looked-after’. 

They added: “Pupils’ achieve¬ 
ment is measured accurately and 
staff provide effective support 
where pupils need to catch up.” 

As well as the Cherry Tree Cen¬ 
tre, Bloxham Primary is offering 
a wraparound care scheme from 
8am to 6pm for children to join 
breakfast and after-school clubs.

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Dad backs charity with 
fundraising canoe race 

Father-of-three undertakes ‘Everest’ of canoe journeys in honour of son who died of heart defect

A FATHER whose son died 13 years 
ago has completed a gruelling 24-hour 
canoe race in his memory to raise thou¬ 
sands for Oxford Children’s Hospital. 

Will Harte’s son Charlie was born 
with a congenital heart defect and died 
before his first birthday, despite the 
devoted care and support from doctors 
and nurses at the Horton General and 
the John Radcliffe Hospital. 

Will, a 49-year-old member of Ban¬ 
bury Canoe Club, took on the Everest 
of Canoeing last month, going 125 miles 
from Devizes to Westminster with his 
paddling partner Neil Urquhart. 

He said: “When Charlie died it was a 
tough time for us all and I have always 
wanted to do something to raise money 
in his memory - it’s just taken me 13 
years to do it. 

“He spent a lot of time in the Horton 
and the John Radcliffe Hospital and the 
doctors and nurses were excellent. 

“My wife and I decided I should raise 
money for our local hospitals. 

“When I found out it was the 10th an¬ 
niversary of the children’s hospital as 
well it made perfect sense and it was 
great to be able to raise so much.” 

He added: “I had always intended to 
do the Devizes to Westminster race - 
it’s like the London Marathon for ca¬ 
noeing and I was so happy to do it for 
the hospital.” 

Mr Harte, who lives in Barford St Mi¬ 
chael, near Banbury, completed the 125- 
mile course over the Easter weekend in 
a time of 24 hours and 14 minutes. 

But the finance director for an airline 
upholstery firm got into difficulty after 
100 miles and the pair capsized in the 
home straight and were forced to walk 
over the line. 

He said: “We had lucked out about 
with the weather but because it had 
been so dry there wasn’t much river 
flow which added time on. 

“I tore a bicep muscle after 100 miles 
and it became difficult and fatigue 



kicked in - we fell in with about 300 me¬ 
tres left and the rescue boat came out. 

“They took one look at us - we were 
absolutely shot - and they didn’t let us 
get back in the canoe but we finished on 
foot which is legal and still counts.” 

The pair finished 53rd in the senior 
K2 category, out of 160 starters - 40 of 
whom withdrew during the race. 

Mr Harte, who has three other chil¬ 
dren, Shaun, 17, Victoria, 16, and Lizzy, 
10, has raised more than £3,400 so far 
through his efforts.

Tour of site to offer 
insight into war 
munitions factory 

HISTORY buffs are being offered a rare 
glimpse into the mysterious site of 
Banbury’s First World War munitions 
filling factory. 

Last year Banbury Museum ran a 
series of tours to mark the 100th 
anniversary of the factory opening. 

On Saturday, May 13 events and 
exhibitions manager Dale Johnston 
will return to the site to offer two more 
guided tours. 

The factory was built following a 
shortage of ammunition faced by the 
British Army, when the demand for 
filled shells exceeded production. 

National Filling Factories were built 
by the new Ministry of Munitions 
across England, including no.9, which 
opened on the outskirts of Banbury in 
1917. 

All shells used by the British 
batteries on the Italian front in 1917 
were produced in Banbury but demand 
fell as the army switched to TNT. 

The factory was bought by Cohen of 
London in 1919 to break down surplus 
war ammunition and in 1924 it closed. 

The site is described by English 
Heritage as being of national and 
international importance. Mr 
Johnston said: “Every day thousands 
of drivers come along the M40 
motorway past Banbury, not realising 
that right next to them was the first 
World War One ammunitions factory.” 

The tours run at 9.15am and 2.45pm.

General Election to delay decisions on hospital

CRUCIAL decisions on the landscape of 
healthcare in Oxfordshire are being put on 
hold because of the General Election. 

Oxfordshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group ended its consultation on phase 
one of NHS “transformation” plans this 
month and was due to go through reports 
on public feedback in May. 

Due to purdah, which restricts what 
information can be made public for fear of 
influencing voters’ decisions, the CCG will 
hold an extra meeting on June 20 to 
discuss the results and will make a 
decision on them on August 10, instead of 
July 27. 

Phase one included plans to close 200 
acute beds and centralise some stroke 
and critical care in Oxford, while giving 
outpatient capacity in Banbury a boost. 

Keith Strangwood, chairman of the Keep 
the Horton General campaign, said: 
“Purdah is something they do to avoid 
sticky situations but also it’s used as an 
excuse not to sort things out. The CCG 
think it’s a done deal anyway. In the 
meantime, the paint is falling off the walls 
in the maternity unit at the Horton.”

PCC calls for more police to deal with five per cent rise in offences as the force faces funding cuts of £22m 

Concerning jump in crime 
fueled by surge in violence

CRIME across Oxfordshire is on the 
rise, with new figures revealing a jump 
of almost five per cent in reported of¬ 
fences including a surge in violent 
crime and shoplifting in Oxford. 

For the final six months of 2016, 
108,122 crimes in the county were re¬ 
ported to Thames Valley Police, com¬ 
pared to 103,413 over the same period 
in 2015 and 100,804 in 2014. 

Anthony Stansfeld, police and crime 
commissioner for the region, admitted 
the figures are ‘concerning’. 

Reports of violent crimes, which re¬ 
sulted in someone being injured, in¬ 
creased by more than 60 per cent from 
5,634 incidents in Oxfordshire in the 
final six months of 2014, to 9,035 for the 
same period in 2016. 

In Oxford, reports of shoplifting, rob¬ 
bery, violent crimes and sex offences 
have also risen. 

Mr Stansfeld said the increase in 
crime across the county, and in par¬ 
ticular the city of Oxford, was a seri¬ 
ous issue. 

The Conservative politician said 
a large amount of violent crimes in 
which injury resulted was linked to 
people drinking excessively and taking 
Class A drugs. 

He added: “I think it’s concerning. 
Recording is much better today, but 
nevertheless, there seems to be a slight 
increase violent crime nationally, 
which is an issue. 

“What worries me is violence with 
serious injury. 


“The more officers you have the eas¬ 
ier it is. We have had significant cuts 
but we have done our best not to cut the 
frontline. 

“The trouble is the country cannot 
live beyond its means. Everything im¬ 
pinges on the police because we are the 
last resort. On the other hand we can¬ 
not go borrowing money to sort these 
problems out.” 

The new figures published by the 
Office for National Statistics come as 
Thames Valley Police brace themselves 
for cuts of £22m this year - on top of 
£88m already stripped away from the 
force over the past six years. 

The funding reductions from the Gov¬ 
ernment mean the force has 4,200 po¬ 
lice officers, compared to 4,434 in 2010, 
across the region. 

Stating crime was still ‘relatively low’ 
in the county compared to other areas, 
Mr Stansfeld said ever since ‘relaxed 
drinking hours’ were introduced, there 
had been a lot more of a ‘violence prob¬ 
lem’. 

He added he did not support police 
cells being based in Abingdon, which 
he said took officers away from policing 
the ‘night-time economy’. 

The force’s federation, the body that 
represents rank-and-file officers, pre¬ 
viously warned Thames Valley Police 
was ‘broke’ and may have to give up 
policing pubs, clubs and investigating 
certain thefts if it is to ‘survive’. 

Sergeant Graham Smith, the former 
federation chairman, officers would 
have to ‘pull back on policing the night¬ 
time economy’, adding changes to li¬ 
censing laws had been made without 


thinking about ‘pressures’ it would put 
on policing. 

He added: “The reality is over the next 
three or four years we’re going to spend 
our savings. 

“The reserve that we have will disap¬ 
pear. Then there will be some things 
that we will not be able to do.” 

He added: “There are all sorts of oth¬ 
er areas where policing is going to have 
to push back and say, ‘Actually it’s not 
our responsibility anymore; it is down 
to you - we haven’t got the resources to 
do it’.” 

In January, extended opening hours 
for The Bullingdon in Cowley Road, 
Oxford, was refused after fears it would 
increase pressure on the police. 

The Bullingdon initially wanted to be 
able to serve alcohol until 4am on Fri¬ 
days and Saturdays instead of the cur¬ 
rent 2.30am closing time. 

But Oxford City Council rejected the 
application after the force said policing 
in the area was in a ‘delicate state’. 

Acting Sergeant Neil Bouse said at 
the time there had been a ‘21 per cent 
increase in violent crimes’ which 
would be ‘likely to further increase’ if 
a greater number of people were under 
the influence of alcohol. 

In the Cherwell district, reports of 
criminal damage and arson increased 
by 37 per cent from 2,719 reports in the 
final six months of 2014 to 3,719 reports 
during the same period in 2016. 

Thames Valley Police declined to com¬ 
ment on the figures by the Office for 
National Statistics, but said they would 
be releasing their ‘12-month statistics’ 
next week. 
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Crash stats show most 
dangerous parts of A34 

Safety upgrades to dual carriageway needed 'urgently', county MPs warn

HIGHWAY bosses are pre¬ 
paring an action plan to 
prevent more crashes on 
the A34 after a safety re¬ 
view revealed the road’s 
crash blackspots. 

Early findings of the work 
show collisions were con¬ 
centrated on the stretch of 
carriageway between Oxford 
and Bicester, as well as from 
Milton to East Ilsley. 

From January 2011 to No¬ 
vember 2016, there were 42 
crashes alone on the stretch 
on road north of Pear Tree 
and another 32 at the Wendle- 
bury Interchange. 

Analysis also found that 
157 collisions happened on 
the northbound carriageway 
between the M4 and the M40, 
almost twice the number that 
took place on the southbound 
carriageway, at 85. 

Oxfordshire’s MPs met 
with Highways England on 
Monday to discuss the find¬ 
ings and have also agreed to 
lobby Lord Adonis, chairman

of the National Infrastruc¬ 
ture Commission, to sup¬ 
port an upgrade to the dual¬ 
carriageway. Oxford East MP 
Andrew Smith said: “These 
statistics, and the cost in 
human misery they reflect, 
underline the overwhelming 
case, both on safety and eco¬ 
nomic grounds, both for the 
quickest possible action to 
improve safety, and the need 
for a major upgrade of the 
whole route.” 

Robert Courts, Witney MP, 
added: “The A34, alongside 
the A40, is a key route for

many West Oxfordshire resi¬ 
dents and it is vital that it is 
made safer.” 

Highways England is con¬ 
sidering measures that can 
be deployed quickly as well 
as those which will take long¬ 
er, Mr Smith said yesterday. 

Short-term changes could 
include electronic signs, new 
gantries and possibly speed 
cameras, which campaigners 
say are needed urgently. 

Meanwhile, he said work to 
upgrade the road’s length to 
‘expressway’ standard - part 
of plans for the £3.5bn Ox¬ 


ford-Cambridge Expressway 
- could also include changes 
to make it safer, such as add¬ 
ing lanes and lay-bys. 

Last year Roads Minister 
John Hayes hinted the Gov¬ 
ernment could consider mak¬ 
ing the A34 a motorway if it 
thought the change was nec¬ 
essary in the long-term. 

The trunk road carries al¬ 
most 80,000 vehicles a day 
and has been described as ‘no 
longer fit for purpose’. 

There was an outcry over 
safety last August, when a 
multi-vehicle pile-up at Hink- 
sey Hill injured 13 people in¬ 
cluding three-year-old Isla 
Wiggin, who died in hospital. 

In another crash just two 
weeks earlier at East Ilsley, 
Tracy Houghton, her sons 
Ethan, 13, and Josh, 11, and 
her partner’s 11-year-old 
daughter Aimee Goldsmith, 
from Bedfordshire, died in an 
eight-vehicle crash. Twelve 
others were injured. Shortly 
after, Mr Hayes told High¬ 
ways England to carry out a 
safety review. A report, seen 
by the Oxford Mail, said the 
authority will aim to present 
options by June.

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Rogue blood scandal probe call

FAMILIES and victims of the 
NHS contaminated blood scan¬ 
dal have demanded a public in¬ 
quiry and an end to ‘constant 
contempt’. 

Patients at the Oxford Haemophil¬ 
ia Centre at the Churchill Hospital 
in Headington were among about 
7,500 people infected with hepatitis 
C and HIV from tainted blood prod¬ 
ucts in the 1970s and 1980s, which to 
date are believed to have led to the 
deaths of 2,500 British haemophili¬ 
acs. 

On Wednesday former Labour 
health secretary Andy Burnham 
called for a Hillsborough-style pub¬ 
lic inquiry into the scandal. 

Speaking at a Commons debate, he 
said: “From what I know, this scan¬ 
dal amounts to a criminal cover-up 
on an industrial scale. 

“If the great British public knew 
the real story here... demands for 
full and fair compensation simply 
would not be able to be resisted by 
the Government.” 

Louisa Paintin, 42, has been an ac¬ 
tive member of the Tainted Blood 
campaign since her father Fred 
Paintin died in January 2000 at the 
age of 57. 

The company secretary at Hook 
Norton Brewery attended the Ox¬ 


ford centre for weekly treatment 
and was infected with hepatitis C in 
the late 1970s. 

Miss Paintin said: “It caused such 
bad scarring to his liver that he de¬ 
veloped liver cancer. 

“He was put on the transplant list, 
went back in again, and the cancer 


had grown hugely so he was struck 
off the list. Then he had two weeks 
to live. 

“Our doctor at the time fought to 
get ‘Due to infected blood products’ 
on his death certificate. He said 
‘One day this will come out and I 
want that written.” 


Since then the family have joined 
the campaign for a full public in¬ 
quiry into the disaster and full com¬ 
pensation for all victims. 

In the Commons Nicola Black¬ 
wood, the MP for Oxford West and 
Abingdon and a junior minister in 
the Department of Health, resisted 


calls for a fresh inquiry 

She said: “The government be¬ 
lieve that setting up a panel would 
detract from the work we are doing 
to support sufferers and their fami¬ 
lies without providing any benefit.” 

But Miss Paintin, who lives in 
Warwickshire, said: “I felt like she 
was reading off a sheet of paper. 
There was no emotion, compassion, 
or even interest. 

“Whatever anybody has been 
given is not compensation because 
they haven’t admitted liability, and 
money is not going to bring any¬ 
body back. 

“The people that are still living - 
and I use that term loosely because 
they are on all sorts of medication 
- need dignity, not this constant 
contempt. If they have nothing to be 
scared of let’s get it out in the open. 
There is a massive call for one and 
that’s why they won’t give us one.” 

In 2014 Witney residents including 
David Leadbetter, who was infected 
with hepatitis C in the 1970s, and 
Janette Johnson, whose son Gra¬ 
ham died aged 15 after contracting 
HIV from treatment in Oxford, cam¬ 
paigned for proper compensation 
and recognition for victims. 

No government, health or phar¬ 
maceutical body in the UK has ad¬ 
mitted liability for the scandal. 

Although the Government has 
committed £150m for an ‘infected 
blood payment scheme’ up un¬ 
til 2020/21, no compensation has 
ever been paid. It also emerged on 
Wednesday that in 1982 the Oxford 
Haemophilia Centre sent a letter to 
all haemophilia directors in Eng¬ 
land.

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Childcare double whammy

Childcare price rises 
and shortage of nursery 
school places looms

HARD-PRESSED parents face 
a double whammy of childcare 
price rises and a shortage of 
nursery school places from Sep¬ 
tember. 

Nurseries have warned that the 
new Government policy, offering 30 
hours’ free childcare, is not prop¬ 
erly funded and could force them to 
put up childcare fees by as much as 
10 per cent. 

This would leave parents, already 
struggling to afford childcare costs 
of up to £1,000 a month, further out 
of pocket. 

There are also fears that many 
nurseries will choose not to offer 
the extra free hours, leaving par¬ 
ents scrabbling to find places. 

Sarah Steel, founder and man¬ 
aging director of The Old Station 
Nursery firm, employs 150 staff 
across seven children’s nurseries, 
including five in Oxfordshire. 

Ms Steel said her nursery firm is 
already struggling with a shortfall 
between the amount of funding pro¬ 
vided by the council for parents of 
three and four-year-olds, eligible for 
15 hours of free childcare a week. 

The number of free childcare 
hours for working parents will 
double to 30 from September and 
Ms Steel believes this will make it 


impossible for many nurseries to 
break even. 

Nurseries will receive £4.01 per 
hour per child from Oxfordshire 
County Council from September 
but Ms Steel says the true costs of 
staff, snacks, nappies and food is 
nearer £5-6 per child. 

Bosses say an added strain is the 
new higher national minimum 
wage, which came into force on 
April 6, pushing up wages from 


£7.20 to £7.50 an hour. 

Ms Steel, a member of the Na¬ 
tional Day Nurseries Association 
policy board, estimated the mini¬ 
mum wage increase will add 10 per 
cent to the overall cost of her firm’s 
payroll. 

She believes she may have to put 
up parents’ nursery fees by 10 per 
cent. 

Ms Steel said: “We are losing mon¬ 
ey per child and that’s not sustain¬ 


able, so the only way we can balance 
this out is to charge parents more. 

“We would like to pay all our em¬ 
ployees more because they are ab¬ 
solutely worth it but our hands are 
tied by what the Government pays 
us.” 

She added: “We will be struggling, 
so the cost will be passed on to par¬ 
ents. 

“Lots of parents won’t be able to 
afford that increase and may find 


the cost of nursery going up will 
make it not worth working.” 

The National Day Nurseries As¬ 
sociation has called for an increase 
in Government funding for the free 
childcare scheme. 

An NDNA survey showed one in 
five day-care nurseries nationally 
will not deliver the Government’s 
30 free hours scheme, leaving 50,000 
children across the country without 
places. 

NDNA chief executive Purnima 
Tanuku said: “Because the 30 ‘free’ 
hours policy is underfunded, many 
nurseries told us they will turn 
their backs on this expansion. 

“It is time the Government 
stopped promising parents ‘free’ 
childcare hours unless they are pre¬ 
pared to invest the money needed.” 

The Old Station Nursery’s latest 
branch at Oxford Science Park was 
opened in January by Early Years 
Minister Caroline Dinenage. 

Ms Steele said she had explained 
the problem to the Minister. 

She said: “We tell them our prob¬ 
lem whenever we meet and ask 
them to reconsider the funding the 
provide. 

“It is all a bit smoke and mirrors.” 

Speaking earlier this month Ms 
Dinenage said: “As part of our Plan 
for Britain we want to make this a 
country that works for everyone, 
not just the privileged few, so that 
means removing the barriers facing 
parents struggling to balance their 
jobs with the cost of childcare. 

“This investment will deliver 
more childcare places to working 
parents, giving them the benefits of 
30 hours free childcare while giving

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Katherine is no way a Lady 


LADY MACBETH (15, 89 mins) 
Drama/Romance. Florence Pugh, 
Cosmo Jarvis, Paul Hilton, Christo¬ 
pher Fairbank, Naomi Ackle. Direc¬ 
tor: William Oldroyd. 

Hell is murky, but the rugged, 
windswept landscapes of Northum¬ 
berland are grimmer still in director 
William Oldroyd's impressive debut 
feature. 

Adapted by scriptwriter Alice Birch 
from Nikolai Leskov's 19th-century 
Russian novella, Lady Macbeth Of 
The Mtsensk, this gripping tragedy 
resets the sex-fuelled skuldug¬ 
gery to Victorian England, where 
women are treated as commodities 
by glowering husbands. 
Disobedience is punishable with 
retribution and humiliation behind 
closed doors, where bruises can 
be concealed beneath corsets or 
voluminous gowns. 

The anti-heroine of Lady Macbeth, 
portrayed with scorching inten¬ 
sity by 19-year-old Florence Pugh, 
openly defies these well-worn social 
conventions to pursue her own 
selfish agenda, leaving devastation 
and a mounting body count in her 
wake. 

When her snarling father-in-law 
demands, "Where's your hus¬ 
band?" she meets his coldness with 
venom and snaps, "Wherever you 
put him." 

Pugh is beguiling in the demanding 
central role, replete with an un¬ 
wavering accent, and she commits 
fearlessly to breathless sex scenes 
with co-star Cosmo Jarvis that light 
the fuse on explosive desires, perco¬ 
lating beneath the surface. 

Teenage bride Katherine (Pugh) 
is sold by her father as part of a 
property deal and she is consigned 
to a miserable, loveless marriage to 
a swarthy brute called Alexander 
(Paul Hilton), whose father Boris 
(Christopher Fairbank) runs the 
local colliery. 

When Alexander and Boris are 
unexpectedly called away to deal 
with an explosion at the colliery, 
Katherine seeks out excitement in 
the company of rebellious grooms¬ 
man Sebastian (Jarvis), whose 
cocksure swagger kindles sparks of 
an extra-marital affair. 


Katherine brazenly flaunts Sebas¬ 
tian in front of the other staff, 
including her maid Anna (Naomi 
Ackle), unconcerned by the poten¬ 
tial stain on her reputation. 

Boris and Alexander return unex¬ 
pectedly and the forbidden lovers 
snigger in the face of shame to 
forge a murderous pact that will 
allow them to retain their lofty 
position in the household. 

"You know I shan't be parted from 
you, Sebastian," gushes Katherine 
to her paramour. "I'd rather stop 
you breathing than have you doubt 
how I feel." 

Filmed on location in County Dur¬ 
ham, Lady Macbeth is largely faith¬ 
ful to the plotting of the source 
text, apart from an emotionally 
chilly denouement that showcases 
Pugh's mastery of her character's 
poisonous emotions. 

Supporting performances are solid 
and Oldroyd spares his leading cast 
few blushes in scenes of wanton 
carnal desire. 

Production design, including Holly 
Waddington's costumes, evokes the 
period with stylish restraint. 
LOWRIDERS (12A, 98 mins)

Filmed on location in Los Angeles, 
Lowriders is a drama which ex¬ 
plores the dynamics of a fractured 
family who are heavily involved in 
the culture of customising classic 
cars.

Swimmer Among The Stars by 

Kanishk Tharoor is published in 
hardback by Picador, priced £12.99 
(ebook £7.59). 

What is more important to identity: 
how we see ourselves, or how 
others see us? Our abilities, or the 
role we play in society? Which is 
the stronger definition? Answers 
to these questions shift within this 
dazzling first book of short stories 
by New York City-based writer 
Kanishk Tharoor, who cherry-picks 
from Indian history and culture to 
imbue his prose with a quiet confi¬ 
dence that the reader will follow, 
even if they do not grasp the full 
significance. This is epitomised in 
the title tale, which explores the re¬ 
lationship between an old woman 
and her childhood language, of 
which she is the final speaker. She 
bamboozles academics by creating 
new words that they may never un¬ 
derstand - questioning the beauty 
and purpose of verbal communica¬ 
tion. Referring to protagonists by 


their job or function, rather than a 
name, both recalls the caste system 
and transforms them into fairytale 
characters - even if they are an 
elephant trainer sent to direct 
their steed from India to Morocco, 
or a UN ambassador orbiting the 
remains of a flooded Earth on a 
space hotel, or a coal miner whose 
portrait is taken for a Western 
magazine. Each story expertly 
explores a tantalisingly different 
worldview - resulting in a near¬ 
perfect collection.

Adapted from Maylis de Kerangal's 
novel. Heal The Living is a tender 
and contemplative French drama 
about a teenager and a middle- 
aged woman, who are unexpect¬ 
edly linked by tragedy. Simon 
(Gabin Verdet) loves to ride the 
surf with his pals and they head 
out early one morning to catch the 
best waves. On the way home, the 
young men are involved in a head- 
on collision and Simon is thrown 
through the windscreen. The lad's 
mother Marianne (Emmanuelle Sei- 
gner) and her estranged husband 
Vincent (Kool Shen) rush to the 
hospital where surgeon Pierre Revol 
(Bouli Lanners) delivers devastating 
news: their beautiful boy is brain 
dead and is being kept alive by 
machines. Organ donation consult¬ 
ant Thomas Remige (Tahar Rahim) 
speaks to the traumatised parents 
about the possibility of harvest¬ 
ing Simon's organs to help other 
patients. Marianne and Vincent 
eventually agree and across the 
country, talented musician Claire 
(Anne Dorval) receives a telephone 
call to let her know that medics 
may have found a replacement for 
her failing heart. 

SUNTAN (18, 104 mins) 

A middle-aged doctor's infatua¬ 
tion with a teenage patient spirals 
out of control in director Argyris 
Papadimitropoulos' unsettling char¬ 
acter study. Forty-something doctor 
Kostis (Makis Papadimitriou) moves 
to the Greek island of Antiparos 
to become the community's new 
medic. Outside of the holiday sea¬ 
son, the island boasts around 800 
residents, so Kostis won't be run off 
his feet. However, at the height of 
summer, hundreds of sun-seeking 
tourists flock to Antiparos for 
wild, drunken nights of fun. One 
day, 21-year-old visitor Anna (Elli 
Tringou) arrives in Kostis' clinic for 
treatment. Her nubile skin sparks 
desire in Kostis and he begins to 
stalk Anna and her friends. 


is not interested in pace, plot, or 
answering any of the questions 
it poses. With a chapter for each 
year following the disappearance, 
inhabitants of the rural village 
find their dreams and imagination 
haunted by 'Rebecca, or Becky, 
or Bex'. However, mostly, life car¬ 
ries on as before and McGregor's 
collage-style narration delves in and 
out of different experiences within 
the community. We dwell briefly 
on a scene in the life of a compli¬ 
cated marriage, a dying parent, a 
lonely widow, a struggling farmer 
- before moving on. As the details 
cumulate over the years, poignant 
stories slowly emerge. In amongst 
all this, McGregor includes details 
of the surrounding natural world; 
the badger sett, fox family, bird 
movements, and seasonal changes. 
It all makes for a unique reader ex¬ 
perience, which can be enjoyable if 
you have the patience to withstand 
the teasingly sparse plot.

Used Car Road Test

Three’s company for the best 'urbanite’ 



CITROEN’S C3 supermini has 
always focused on comfort and 
value, along with an extra dash of 
the kind of innovation we expect 
from this enduring French brand. 
Here, we’re going to look at the 
facelifted version of the second gen¬ 
eration model, which sold between 
2013 and 2016. It featured more effi¬ 
cient engines than the original post- 
2009 version of this design, a clever 
range of three cylinder ‘Pure Tech’ 
units that transformed its petrol 
proposition, plus a clutch of 
Airdream micro hybrid diesel mod¬ 
els that’ll cost just pennies to run. 
The result still isn’t sporty but as 
before, the ride’s great, the interi¬ 
or’s smart and the boot’s practical. 

The History 

Citroen knows a thing or two 
about small family cars, especially 
those with a dash or two of charac¬ 
ter. Here, after all, is the marque 
that over sixty years ago, brought us 
the iconic 2CV, a model which estab¬ 
lished its maker as an innovator, an 
embracer of technology and a brand 
in tune with the fickle finger of 
fashion. 

Over the years, we’ve seen further 
moments of shining innovation, 
design bravery and unadulterated 
quirkiness, but never really 
amongst Citroen superminis. The 


Nineties Saxo was a rebadged 
Peugeot 106, while its first genera¬ 
tion C3 successor was flimsy and 
forgettable. In the second generation 
C3 though, a car launched in 2009, 
we got a very different proposition. 

It wasn’t a current-day 2CV but it 
was about as innovative as a practi¬ 
cally-sized five-door modern super¬ 
mini from this era was ever going to 
get. And therefore a proper Citroen. 

Here, we focus on the lightly 
revised sleeker-looking version of 
this MK2 model we first saw in the 
Spring of 2013, a car that like its pre- 
facelifted predecessor, shared its 
engines and underpinnings with 
similarly-sized Peugeot models. 
Which is important to know as it 
explains why this facelift really 
transformed this car. In the Spring 
of 2012, Peugeot had introduced 
their all-new 208 supermini, com¬ 
pletely with a high-tech range of 1.0 
and 1.2-litre three cylinder petrol 
engines. This improved C3 got all 
the same technology, which meant 
that at last, it had a credible petrol- 
engined line-up. Previously, you had 
to stretch to a pricey HDi diesel if 
you wanted a really efficient version 
of this car. 

Like its predecessor, this model 
was rather refreshing in its refusal 
to prioritise the ‘sportiness’ that 
other brands from this era seemed 


to feel was necessary in their small 
runabouts. The French maker had 
its more dynamic three-door DS3 
line to provide that. Which left this 
five-door C3 to create its own dis¬ 
tinct, more laid-back market niche 
as something smartly fashionable 
that offered higher quality and 
greater comfort than a Fiesta, with¬ 
out the potential priceyness of a 
Polo. The facelifted MK2 model C3 
sold from 2013 to 2016 before being 
replaced by an all-new third genera¬ 
tion design. 

What To Look For 

This particular era C3 hasn’t expe¬ 
rienced any significant reported 
problems to date. Examine for flak¬ 
ing of paint on the bumpers and 
check that the air conditioning 
works and that the pixels on the cen¬ 
tre display are all good. Also check 
for rear bumper scrapes. Finally 
check that the Bluetooth pairs relia¬ 
bly with your phone handset. 
Otherwise, it’s down to the usual 
things. So check that the service 
records have been properly stamped 
up. Look for signs of plastic scratch¬ 
es and dens around the interior 
caused by unruly children. And 
check for scrapes on the alloy 
wheels caused by distracted mums 
not paying attention properly when 
parking. 


On The Road 

Small French cars used to ride 
beautifully, grip tenaciously and 
flow from corner to corner with 
relaxed, unflustered motion. As, by 
and large, this one does. It may come 
as news to some motoring journal¬ 
ists but most supermini buyers 
don’t routinely want to throw their 
cars about as if they were on stage 
from the RAC Rally What most of 
them would prefer is a model that 
rolls the red carpet over the average 
appallingly surfaced British road. 
As this one does. 

The trick, which Citroen hasn’t 
always mastered, is to offer this 
without inducing the kind of body- 
roll and handling woollyness that 
removes any element of enjoyment 
from the driving experience alto¬ 
gether. In this respect, this impres¬ 
sively refined C3 is a world away 
from its first generation predeces¬ 
sor and was further improved in 
this enhanced guise with an 
increase in the anti-roll bar rates by 
about 15% and an increase in the 
damping rates by around 20%. So it 
didn’t roll and wallow as much as 
before. True, a Ford Fiesta from this 
era would still be a tauter, more 
eager proposition for enthusiastic 
drivers but this C3 we think, is the 
car a significant number of people 
would prefer to live with day-in, day- 


out - though we would say that on 
longer trips, the seats could do with 
a little more support. 

As for the changes to this 
improved second generation C3, 
well, most of them lie beneath the 
bonnet. For this enhanced MK2 
model, Citroen was able to borrow 
the light, revy little three cylinder 
‘Pure Tech’ petrol engines from 
Peugeot’s rival 208 supermini and 
they really transform this car’s buy¬ 
ing proposition for green pump buy¬ 
ers. First up is a 1.0-litre 68bhp unit 
that needs to be revved quite hard if 
you’re to get anywhere near the 
quoted performance figures (rest to 
62mph in 14.2s en route to just 
lOlmph). Much better is the 1.2-litre 
82bhp version of this unit. This 
delivers the same distinctive three 
cylinder thrum, but accompanies it 
with pokier performance, 62mph 
from rest taking 12.3s on the way to 
108mph. It’s a pity you only get a 
5-speed manual gearbox though: on 
the open road, this car would be 
much more relaxing with a 6th 
speed. 

Overall 

Overall then, this improved MK2 
model C3 is a strong contender if 
you’re looking for an affordable 
supermini from the 2013 to 2016 era. 
Best of all perhaps, it’s a car that’s 
distinctively Citroen.
